Weighs 250; Fled With 


Wife.and Mother-in-Law 


G._ R. Christian Disappeared Leaving False 
Address—Wall Street Houses Said to Have 
Come to Aid of Firm. Pelnttias

Wall street brokerage houses were 


reported today to have come to the 
aid of the long-established firm of 
Day & Heaton, which is bank- 
rupt through the alleged defalca- 
tions of George R. Christian, miss- 
ing treasurer of the firm. 

According to investigators of the 
bankrupt business, creditor firms 
through which Christian is under- 
stood to have speculated with the 
securities of Day & Heaton cli- 
ents have signed waivers relieving 
the remaining five members of 
the bankrupt house from responsi- 
bility for claims aggregating several 
hundred thousand dollars, The at- 
titude of Wall street generally was 
that bankruptcy was brought 
about solely by the speculations of 
a trusted official and that mem- 
bers of Day & Heaton should not 
be held responsible for the alleged 
untrustworthiness of their fellow 
member, the missing treasurer. 

Accounts Badly Jumbied. 

What was described as a *‘baf- 
fling mess” confronted seven ac- 
countants when they burrowed into 
the Day & Heaton books to ferret 
out the exact amount of Christian’s 
alleged defalcation. 

Their first estimate was that the 
firm’s liabilities would exceed the 
| assets by $500,000 to $1,000,000. 
But the acceunts were so jumbled, 
the accountants said, that it would 
be several weeks before exact fig- 
ures could be compiled. 

Most of the indebtedness wae re- 
ported to le in claims of members 
of the New York Stock Exchange, 


of which Day 
member. 
Christian was. declared to have 
speculated as # market bear, using 
the names and securities of Day & 
Heaton clients to gamble on his 
personal account. | 

Police continuing yy, °& 
broadcast additional Fide: vo in- 
formation concerning Christian as 
fast as it came into their hands, 
concentrated on three facts that 
hitherto had not been stressed. 

Gave False Addresa. 

One was that he was accompa- 
pied in his supposed flight from 
Brooklyn by his wife and mother- 
in-law, and that they presumably 
are in hiding with him. 

Another was that he weighs 250 
poumds, and therefore, should be a 
conspicuous mark for detectives of 
other cities. 

Third, Christian was fond of 
minéral water, and drank of it 
copiously at intervals of an hour 
every day. 

After having learned that the 
Brooklyn address Christian record- 
ed with his partners five years ago 
—the only one he gave in 23 years 
with them—was fictitious, detec- 
tives were leq by news reporters to 
the missing breker’e actual home. 
It, too, was in ‘Brooklyn, but had 
been abandoned hastily by the 
Christians In August. 

Lewis Christian, a brother, was 
found, but he did not shed any 
light on the whereabouts of the 
fugitive. He professed to have 
seen his brother seldom and to 
know only that in the firm of Day 
& Heaton, “George was the whole 
works.”

‘Fine!’ Says

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—Thomas E. 
Swanson, attorney for Bernard 
Grant, under sentence of death, is 
planning the last stages in his fight 
to save Grant from the gallows. 
Early today word was received 
from Springfield that Gov. Len 
Small had granted the youth a 90- 
day reprieve, which sets the date 
of execution over to Jan. 16. 

“Several of Chicago's best law- 
yers,"” said Swanson, “will go to 
Springfield to plead for the boy 
when our petition is heard. Thou- 
sands of other petitions from indi- 
viduals and from organizations 
have been received and these will 
be forwarded to the. Governor in 
Grant’s behalf. We understani 
that other requests for clemency in 
the case have been sent directly to 
the State Capitol.” 

Whether Clarence 8. Darrow or 
Charles E. Erbstein will be among 
the Chicago attorneys to join In the 
plea for Grant’s life, Swanson 
would not say, although he de- 
clared that both had made inquir- 
les in the case. 

Grant; received the news of his 
reprieve with a smile. ‘Fine, that's 
just fine,” he said. “It lifts 90 
pounds of worry off my shoulders. 
My hair ought to turn black after 
that. I hope in time the Governor 
will commute my sentence entire- 
ly. I deserve that because I am 
innocent.” 

In his own plea for a pardon, 
transmitte1 to the Governor by at- 


Fell, who are acting in his behalf 
without compensation, Grant con- 
fines himself to reiteration of his 
denials that he was Present on the 
night that Walter Krauser, also 
sentenced to death, in the case, 
and a comy anion shot and killed a 
policeman in an attempted rob- 
bery. Grant says that he did not 
even know Krauser until they met 
in the police station a few hours 
after his arrest. Krauser is now 
awaiting the outcome of an appeal 
to the Stare Supteme Court which 
will be acted upon within a few 
weeks.

Supplementary to Grant's peti- 
tion was a statement by Krauser 
which sald that “Grant has not 
only been the unfortunate victim 
of a contemptible conspiracy but 
of a frameup.” 

Saying tnat he did not know 
Grant before they met in fall, 
Krauser deci@red that his original 
confession, naming Grant; was 
brought forth by brutal treatment 
at the hands of the Police.

Meininger was made defrndant 
in 47 indictments, chiefly charging 
various instances of assenting to 
receipt of deposits in an insolvent 
bank, or embezzlement, He was 
tried once at Union, Mo., in May, 
1923, convicted of embezzlement 
and sentencec to five years’ im- 
prisonment. Through technicali- 
ties it appeared’ further trials 
might be »revented, but these tech- 
nicalities were overcome in the 
Supreme Court of Missouri, where 
the former cashier’s appe ~ of his 
one sentence is pending. 


Date of Second Trial. 

The second trial {s set for a week 
from tomorrow, before Circuit 
Judge Bruer at Union. Circult At- 
torney Sidener has planned to elect 
then which of a small group of 


indictments charging assenting to 
receipt of deposits in an insolvent 
bank is to be tried. 


. However, Judge Breuer is to 
hear defense motions to quash the 
indictments charging “assent” (as 
the lawyers shorten the phrase) at 
Hermann, Mo., next Thursday. 

The chief ground to be offered 
in the motions to quash will be 
the ground on which original in- 
dictments charging H. H. Hohen- 
schild, president of the defunct 
bank, with assent, were dismissed 
by Circuit Judge Falkenhainer 
here. The form of indictment for 
this charge against both Hohen- 
schild and Meininger cha ges in 
one count accepting a “eposit in 
an insolvent bank and assent to 
the acceptance. 

Count Held Duplicitous. 

Judge Falkenhainer held that 
this count was duplicitous. Ho- 
henschild was reindicted, with the 
duplication eliminated by use of 
separate counts. However, he was 
acquitted. Judge Breuer may not 
take the same view of the objec- 
tion to the indictments as did 
Judge Falkenhainer. If he does 
sustain the motion to quash, the 
embezzlement charges would re- 
main against Meininger and, pre- 
sumably, the former cashier could 
be indicted again at this time, 
though the State’s attorneys have 
not gone into this phase. 

Another ground to be pressed in 
the motions to quash will be an at- 
tack on Sec. 3365 of the Revised 
Statutes, which covers assent. The 
defense will contend that this stat- 
ute is impotent, as it merely copies 
a provision of the Missouri Con- 


stitution. Article XII, Sec. 27, of- 


the Constitution provides that “It 
shall be a crime, the nature and 
punishment for which shall be pre- 
scribed by law,” for a cashier or 
other banker to assent to the re- 
ceipt .of deposits after he knows 
his bank ia insolvent. 


The statute provides that if the 
banker assents to the receipt of a 
deposit after he knows the bank 
is insolvent he shall be guilty of 
larceny. There is a proviso that 
the failure of the bank shal] be 
prima facile evidence of know!l- 
edge on the banker’s part that it 
was insolvent when the deposit was 
received.

TOPEKA, Kah., Sept. 20.—Mak- 
irig his slogan “Free Kansas From 
the Ku Klux Klan,” William Allen 
White, In a statement issued to- 
day in connection with the filing 
of his independent candidacy fo: 
the governorship, declared, “I am 
in the race to stay and to win.” 

“The issue in Kansas this year 
is the klan above everything,” the 
Emporia editor asserted. 

He attacked Ben 8S. Paulen and 
Jonathan M. Davis, the Republican 
and Democratic gubernatorial 
nominess, respectively, charging 
that the two major parties in the 
State are “led in the race for Gov- 
ernor by men who had klan sup- 
port in the primary and who will 
not disavow that support today.” 

White's statement follows: 

“I have filed my petition for 
Governor and,am in this race to 
win. It is the largest independent 
petition ever filed for any office 
in. Kansas. Nearly three~ times 
more names were signed to these 
petitions for Carr Taylor and my- 
self for Lieutenant-Governor an: 
Governor than were needed. None 
of these petitions came from my 
home town or county. I wished 
honestly to test sentiment. 

No Doubt About Sentiment, 

“There can be no doubt about 
the sentiment. The issue in Kansas 
this year is the Kd/ Klux Klean 
above everything. 

"The Ku Klux Klan is found in 
nearly every county.

Armed with this evidence, the 
State’s Attorney and the reporters 
made another descent on the pris- 
oner. 

“How about this, Mr. Hight?” 

The Rev. Mr. Hight smiles, inno- 
cently. 

“Oh yes,” he says. “I bought 
that arsenic. Let me tell you about 
that.” 

He leans forward, eagerly. 

“The rate down at the parson- 
age were terribly bad. My wife and 
I tried all sorts of things, but 
they didn’t work. So I bought 
the arsenic. We buttered bits of 
bread and spread the stuff on 
them and we put it in saucers of 
cornmeal.” 

“Honestly, I Didn’t Do It,”. 

“Don't you know that this fact 
Is interpreted as a link In a strong 
circumstantial chain against you?’’ 
queries a reporter. 

“Ie it?’ he rejoins, naively. 
“Well, I guess it does make it look 
simost as if I killed my wife. But 
I didn't. Honestly, men, I didn’t 
do it.”’ 

“Do you think she was despond- 
ent and committed suicide, or that 
she took the poison by acciden?” 

He considers this as imperson- 
ally as if the question were asked 
about the death of an entire 
stranger. He rubs his hand across 
his fat chin and brushes his thin 
brown hair with nerveless fingers. 

“Why, no. I don’t thidk so,” 
he gives his quiet judgment. “You 
see, Annie was conscious right to 
the end. I know because I nursed 
her. Never took my clothes off 
for four days. It looks like, if she 
had intended to kill herself she 
would have said something, don’t 
it? Of left a note. And I 
don’t think she could have got the 
poison accidental-like because we 
didn’t ‘have cornbread that night. 
No, sir, I can’t think: I just can’t 
think how it happened.” 

There you are again. Would a 
guilty man not leap at the sugges- 
tion of suicide or accidental poison- 
ing? Would he not figure that 
these were safe loopholes? But, on 
the other hand, would an innocent 
man, acting naturally, be able to 
discuss with such calmness the 
death of the woman who had been 
his mate for 27 years?

to her. One of the robbers ob- 
served this, slapped Miss Bank and 
shouted to his comrades, “‘Beat it!”

The robbers missed approximate 
ly $800 by not searching the em- 
ployes.

good if she don’t quit flashing her 
diamonds. around the way she 
does.” 

More than $20,000 worth of jew- 
els, thought at first to have been 
stolen from Mrs. Hunn, were found 
today in the slain: woman's trunk, 
discounting, according to police, 
the theory that robbery was the 
motive behind the slaying. 

Mrs. Hunn, according to rela- 
tives, had aided Connor both in ob- 
taining his release from prison, to 
which he was sent for robbery, and 
in giving him money and clothes 
eo that in California he might live 
down his record of crime. 

Story of Woman’s Cousin. 

F. R. Gibson, a cousin of the 
slain woman was in the apartment 
when Connor called late yesterday, 
and was invited to stay for dinner. 
He told police the ex-convict had 
without warning locked him in the 
bath room and then had turned on 
his’ hostess and killed her. 

Gibson finally managed to escape 
from the bathroom but reached the 
front door only in time to find Mrs. 
Hunn’s body on the threshold and 
to see her slayer fleeing down the 
street. 

His story was corroborated by 
Virginia Hunn, eight-year-old 
adopted daughter of the murder 
victim, who witnessed the killing.

Treman that he took the securities 
valued at $35,000, belonging to his 
wife, without her knowledgé or 
consent, and turned the proceeds 
into the Cayuga Pictures Corpora- 
tion,|which was orgariized in 1920 
for the purpose of producing fea- 
ture films starring the dancer. 
Treman, in hi@ statement, admits 
his liability.

Scheme Centered on Idea 
Company Will Be Al- 
lowed to Earn 7 Per 
Cent on That Amount. 


The reorganization plan of the 
United Railways Co., which prob- 
ably will be adopted in final form 
at a meeting of the Reorganization 
Committee in New York tomorrow, 
is centered about the idea that the 
company will be permited to earn 
7 per cent on a valuation of $57,- 
200,000. This will give the com- 
pany an annual tncome of $4,004,- 
000. 

The Public Service Commisson 
Placed a valuation of $53,000,000 
on the property in {ts last survey 
and the reorganizers contend that 
$4,200,000 in betterments and im- 
provements have been added since 
that time. They do not anticipate 
any difficulty in having this valua- 
‘ton accepted, 

Will Retire Some Bonds. 

As a first. step toward making 
the income on that valuation suf- 
ficient, the committee will retire 
$19,443,000 of the $54,283,000 issue 
of bonds now outstanding. Out- 
standing bonds after this cut will 
amount to $34,800,000. The com- 
mittee intends, that. the income 
representing the difference between 
T per ceht on the total valuation 
and the interest charges on $84,- 
800,000. bonds will leave sufficient 
to make the new stock pay. The 
old. preferred stock has not paid a 
dividend in the last 12 years. 

The new stock has been the 
source of great difficulty. Origin- 
ally it was tntended to arrange for 
a trade of old stock with an added 
payment for new. Later, the com- 
mittee considered wiping out the 
old common and preferred stock, 
which at par, totaled $41, 000,000. 
This matter will. be ironed out 
finally in New York. 

Holders of St. Louis Transit 5 
per cent bonds, under which the 
foreclosure will be made, have 
agreed to accept new 7 per cent 
preferred stock, par amount for 
principal amount, for their $9,- 
070,000 bonds. It is then proposed 
to pay off underlying bonds 
amounting to $4,100,000, $4,200,- 
000 in receiver’s certificates and 
$2,000,000 of the $6,500,000 Sub- 
urban bonds: This accounts for 
the reduction in fixed charges. 

Plan to Raise Funds. 

The money to accomplish this, 
under present arrangements, will 
come from the sale of stock. About 
$12,000,000 is required to pay off 
these obligations and provide 
working capital. 

Frank O. Watts, president of the 
First National Bank, and chairman 
of the Reorganization Committee, 
said yesterday that the committee 
-believed that co-ordination of bus 
and street car lines was inevitable. 

The reorganization plan probably 
ultimately demand that this be 
done, on the theory that com peti- 
tion between ultilities supplying the 
same character of service is waste- 
ful and should be eliminated. 

The reorganization probably will 
be put Into effect about Oct. 1, 
when the Transit bonds mature 
and foreclosure proceedings will be 
instituted in the Federal Court.

WILSON’S BODY TO REMAIN . 


Maditicse Shrine to Be ae for ae 
sands of Tourists Visit War Time 
President’s Tomb.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. — 
Woodrow Wilson's body will re- 
main permanently in the National 
Episcopal Cathedral at Mt: St. Al- 
bans here. This decision has just 
been reached and disposes of a 
widespread assumption that at 
some time a memorial on the lines 
of the Lincoln Memorial would be 
erected specially for the wartime 
president. 

The present location of the body 
in the crypt under Bethlehem 
Chapel, the only part of the Ca- 
thedral in use, is not permanent. 
When the great edifice is com- 
pleted, a magnificent shrine will 
be provided for the body in the 
main part of the Cathedral. As it 
will require five years to finish 
the Cathedral even if the $132,- 
000,000 to $18,000,000 needed for 
that purpose is obtained, the body 
likely will not be moved for sever- 
al years. 

Mrs. Wilson during this last 
week had measurements taken in 
Bethlehem Chapel for a more fit- 
ting memoria} tablet than the plain | 
stone block now in a niche on the 
south side of the Chapel and bear- 
ing simply the name of Woodrow 
Wilson and the dates of his birth 
and death. This new tablet will 
remain as long as the body is in 
the crypt beneath the Chapel. 

Heavy Tourist Travel. 

Because of the heavy increase in 
tourist travel to the Cathedral 
since it became the resting place of 
Mr. Wilson's body, the office of 
€urator is to be created at once 
and the plans for directing and 
informing visitors ‘enlarged  cor- 
respondingly. The weekly attend- 
ance is from 2500 to 7000, with an 
average of 3500 or an annual rate 
of about 180,000. 

Many touching scenes are re- 
corded by the vergers on duty to 
guide visitors through the chapel. 
Some will lay a few daisies or 
violets on the stone marker, or 
single flowers, and then gorgeous 


wreaths will come from individu- 
als, societies or foreign ‘visitors. 
Not long ago one such wreath was 
sent by an admirer and the card 
said “To the known soldier.” 

Cathedral attaches keep a spe- 
Clal book for the benefit of Mrs. 
Wilson to record these tributes. It 
is understood she derives much 
comfort from these manifestations 
of affection and admiration for her 
husband.

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To Open Up, This 
Year, Camp Says 


Coaches Will Take Longer 
Chances Than Ever. 


By Walter Camp. 


(Copyright. 1924. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—The 


strange part about the opening of 
the footbal] season of 1924 is that 
the various coaches throughout 
the country, almost without excep- 
tion, are confident that they are 


going to build a better attack than 
last season. Talk with any one of 
them and you will be convinced of 
this. 

It is queer tn a way how this 
feeling began at the end of last 
season and has sprouted more and 
more through the summer, The 
truth of it Is this, that there was 
a decided loosening up of line play 
and a spreading of the base of at- 
tack, almost all teams working 
steadily away from the old close 
formation plays, and for the most 
part finding good results. It hap- 
pened to most of the teams along 
toward midseason and guch is the 
tendency of human nature that in- 


stead of fecling anxious about de- FA 


veloping a defense to this wider 
spread form of attack, most of 
the coaches finished up the season 
with the belief that if they had a 
week or two more they could make 
these plays, which were fairly ef- 
fective, really almost sure ground 
gainers. 


More Venturesome Attack. 
That spirit and thought has been 
with the coaches through the win- 


ter, spring and summer, and now 
bids fair to have its fruition this 
fall. The attack will certainly be 
more venturesome, even from the 
very beginning of the season, on 
almost all tLe gridiron fielda 


The question remains te be 
answered whether the defense has 
received sufficient consideration 
and whether many teams are not 
going to find that the opponents’ 
looser and more venturesome plays 
are going to be as good ground 
gainers as thelr own. In other 
words, the writer expects the de- 
fense will have to work harder in 
the early weeks of the season in 
order not to lag behind. True, 
scoring may not be increased in 
the minor games, for these minor 
games have always resulted for the 
big fellows in big scores. But 
when midseason is reached and 
they begin to meet those of their 
own caliber, how far they will be 
able to offer a defense that will 
keep pace with the attack is the 
main question. 

There is one comfort for the 
coach who has not been studying 
hard upon this problem of defense, 
and that Is that the looser and 
more venturesome attack is more 
likely to gain such ground as it 
acquires in midfield than when ap- 
proaching a goal line, and no coach 
yet has devised a sure system 
whereby when his team gets to the 
10-yard line they can always and 
inevitably carry the ball over. 
Many a time the coach thinks that 
he has devised a play that will do 
it, but that thickening up of the 
defense inside the 10-yard line

over her right shoulder. 


This style enabled Mrs. Hurd to} 


hold her own with the best women 
players in the game when she was 
title-holder 15 years ago. But with 
succeeding years and the entrance 


of a ntimber of younger players 
who were swinging the club prop- 


erly, such as Miss Alexa Stirling, 


| Miss Glenna Collett, Mrs. Edith 
'Cummings and others, Mrs. Hurd 
‘gaw she would have to improve 
her own game in order to keep

shaft and the other well over ft and 
‘when you are constantly shifting 
your stance there ts little chance of 
your swinging the club In the same 
groove each time Consequently 
you are always laboring under a 
handicap. 

First, make sure of your gripr 
then practice on addressing the ball 
the same way on each shot: and 
finally work on hitting the ball 
with as short a back-ewing as is 
, possible. You may lIose a lIittle 
distance but yon will better your

OOTP exere may be one more great war, but 


there will be only one. . After it, all 

of us who are left will be glad to crawl

Pierrepoint B. Noyes of Oneida, N. Y., sil- 
verware maker and former member of the 
Interallied Rhineland Commission, pointed 
his discussion. of European conditions with 
this prophecy, while hé was in St. Louis 
Thursday. 2 
Noyes withdrew from his official position 
in 1920, and says he has since been trying 
tu forgét world politics and devote himself 
to making and selling spoons. 
“But I haven’t been able to keep out of 
it,” he told City Club members here, in 
luncheon talk which began with transoceanic 
concerns, and ended with a frank appeal for 
votes for John W. Davis, as the candidate 
most likely to lead this country into proper 
relations to European affairs. 
Before he spoke to the club lIunchers, a 
local speaker had been introduced for a five- 
minute get-out-the-vote talk, and the chair- 
man had mentioned the coming registration 
of voters as something of “‘more immediate 
concern here” than the state of Europe. 
“That's why I can’t keep off this subject,” 
Noyes said in his luncheon talk and in a later 
interview, “because I find people everywhere 


immediate importance than the conditions in 
Europe. People don’t realize, even since the 
last war, ‘that there can’t be anything more 
important or more dangerous to every one of 
us than a condition such as prevails in Eu- 
rope now. 

“We must realize that we are dependent 
on Europe for peace, and that a European 
war would soon mean war for us. 

“France is spending $877,000,000 on its 
army this year, or $60,000,000 more than in 
1920. Italy is spending $300,000,000 on its 
army, whereas it spent $68,000,000 in 1920. 


Next Main Attack Against Civilians 


“If it were the old problem of war, int 
war as we have had in the past, killing sol- 
diers by retail, we could stand it. It would 
be a bad thing, but it wouldn't wipe out our 
civilization. 

“But the next war will be wholesale kill- 
ing, and the main attack will be upon civil- 
ians.. The soldiers at the front will probably 
be safer than the women and children at 
home. 

“That isn’t a debatable matter—something 
which may be sd and may not be so. It is 
so. The last war ended before methods of 
wholesale killing had been perfected, but 
it ' showed that some nations will always use 
any means that promises quick results, and 
that after one uses it, the others will have to 
take it up. Fear makes men cruel, and fear 
is driving Europe toward war. They can- 
not think, plan. and talk war as they are do- 
ing, without getting it. 

“A special commission of the League of 
Nations has investigated this matter, and its 
report is just out. Chemical experts from 
the Universities of Paris, .Rome, Florence, 
Copenhagen, Harvard and Columbia prepared 
the report. These men say that the dangers 
of the next war cannot be exaggerated. 

“Protection of combatants against deadly 
gases will. be difficult, they declare, and pro- 
tection of civilians will.be impossible. They 
eee no conceivable limit. Attacks on civilians 
will be as common as attacks on soldiers, they 
predict, and the dropping of the most deadly 
diséase germs upon’ cities is a possibility

“The United States is the big, predominat- 
ing concern in the business of insuring peace. 
If it doesn’t help, the League of Nations will 
continue: to be a feeble affair, doing some 
good, perhaps, and exerting an influence in 
the right direction, but too weak to be a de- 
cisive force for peace. 

“The Benes plan for outlawing war, and 
the protocol being discussed by the disarma- 
ment committee of the League of Geneva, are 
measures of the, sort that are needed. But 
their practical effect depends on us. 

“As to getting into the League, we could 
get in today on our own terms. They would 
change the League in a dozen ways, to meet 
our wishes. And the idea that the European 
eountries, through «he League, would make 
us do anything we did not wish to do, can 
only be considered one of the gross of 
misapprehensions. 

“If we were in the League today, the dan- 
ger would be, not that we would be made to 
do things, but that we would be tempted to 
act as the bully.” 

Because he believes that Candidate Davis 
is sound on this issue, Noyes is supporting 
Davis, though he says, “I was a Republican 
until I was 42 years old.” That means until 
somewhere back in President Taft’s time. 

Davis’ harmony interview with Senator 
Reed, in Kansas City a few days ago, was 


mentioned to Noyes, but without affecting his 


view of Davis’ attitude. That view, he says, 
has been formed through a close acquaint- 
ance and recent prolonged talks. Reed, it 
will be remembered, has indorsed Davis on

| Ruhr Occupation Embitters Germany 


“The Germans show a more reasonable at- 
titude, too, and there is a better chance of 
thefr sticking to it than there was a yéar ago. 
The new currency, the .rentenmark, has 
helped them greatly. A year ago, the Ger- 
man Government was about at the end of its 
rope—it was the butt of the country. Now, 
the peril of the left, that is the communist, 
movement, does not seem so great as it has 
been, and the monarchist movement doesn’t 
look very strong for the time being. 

“Tt may be’’—this in reply to a sugges- 
tion—"“that the Ruhr occupation helped to 
put the Germans into a frame of mind to ac- 
cept the Dawes plan, and thus did some good. 
But in another way, the Ruhr episode has 
made Me problem more serious, for it has 
made the hatred ‘five-fold what it was. Such 
acts as the deportation of great numbers of 
workers, men with families, from the Ruhr 
end: the Rhineland to the unoccupied terri- 
tory, leave great scars of hatred, even though 
the deportations have ceased. 

‘The French take the view that the 15 years 
of occupation of the Rhineland, prescribed by 
the Versailles treaty, have just begun, with 
the acceptance of the Dawes plan. Such an 
eccupation, though conducted with the best 
intentions and in the best manner possible, 
makes a festering place. 

“However, the impasse over the Ruhr situa- 
tion is over, and I doubt if either nation will 
kick up quite such another situation. A set- 
tlement has been made possible, but much 
depends om whether “it is carried out in the 
manner of the Congress of Vienna, or on the 
Wilson basis.

' CONSTITUTION DAY. 

The celebration of the One Hundred and 
seventh Anniversary of the adoption of the 
stitution, which fell on Wednesday but will be 
brated today, has a double significance; it is both 
a proof anda promise. 

The celebration is a proof of an awakening of the 
people to the value of the Constitution as a bulwark 
of the rights of individual citizens, the rights of

'| the States, and of local self-government, against the 
| _usurpations of Federal power. It is a promise of a 


revival ef devotion te the Constitution, not as 
a historic decument but as the embodiment in 
‘written law of those inherent rights of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, and of government by 
consent which the Declaration of Independence af- 
firmed were essential to free government. 4 
Signs have been multiplying of late years of the 
revival of popular interest in and devotion to the 
fundamental principles: of American institutions 
embodied in the Constitution. Organizations have 
been formed to defend the Constitution against as 
sault and to oppose encroachments by the Federal 
Government upon the rights of the States and the 
rights of citizens. Popular sentiment is being 
aroused to the menace of the march of Federal em- 
pire. 
Unfortunately there has been a profound 
apathy with regard to constitutional guarantees of 
human rights, personal liberty and popular sov- 
ereignty in relation to our Government. The Con- 
stitution has been amended in such a way as to en- 
danger the separation of the powers of the Federal 
Government and the State Governments, and the 
restriction of the former within the sphere for which 
it was originally intended and organized. There has 
been reason to fear thatrthe vital doctrines of free re- 
publican government which the fathers fought for 
and the safeguards which they threw around the 
exercise of Federal power had become mere empty 
formulas inf the minds of living Americans, applaud- 
ed in ¢heory but ignored in practice. 
It is perhaps fortunate that an attack is being 
made by Mr. La Follette and Mis followers on a fun- 
damental and vital part of the Constitution, the 
power of the Supreme Court to declare invalid any 
act of Congress which is contrary to the principles 
and the rights of the people and the States embodied 
in the Constitution. It has made necessary a de- 
fense of the Constitution, and an explanation of the 
theory and purpose of the fathers in establishing 
constitutional jrestrictions on the power of the Fed- 
eral Government, and in creating the Federal Ju- 
diciary to defend individual and State rights. 
The founders of the Union of States and the fram- 
United 
States not as a centralised government of all the 
people but as a union of States, with powers divided 
between the Federal Government and the State 
Government. In order to avoid a centralized empire 
and to preserve local self-government, which is es- 
sential to liberty, the framers of the Constitution 
restricted the Federal Government to only those 
powers granted to it by the people. Its sphere of 
power was embraced solely by foreign and interstate 
affairs, reserving to the States the right of selif- 
government in State and local affairs. 
To safeguard these reserved rights and restric 


tions, the Federal Judiciary was created, as one of 


the main branches of the Federal Government. It 
was established to interpret the Constitution and 
safeguard it from encroachment by the other two 
branches—the executive and legislative. The de 
struction or weakening of the power of the Federal 
Judiciary to restrain the Federal Government from 
going beyond its defined powers and functions would 
break down the barriers of the reserved State and 
individual rights, and open the gates to Federal 
usurpation of every kind. 

Fortunately, the Constitution has able exponents 
and defenders in the field against this assault.

Capitol Covers Three Acres. 

The building is an imposing 
structure, surmounted by a mas- 
tive dome, and has fronts in three 
It faces the Missouri 
River on the north. The main en- 
trance on the south faces a park, 
which separates the Capitol from 
the Supreme Court Building. The 
Capitol site comprises 17 acres. 

Standing at the top of a 120-foot 
bluff, the building on the north 
overlooks the Missouri river and 
the fertile lowlands of Callaway 
County. It fs visible for several 
miles from roads approaching Jef- 
ferson City, and at night the dome 
and building are iHuminated by 
flood lights, making it visfble for a 
considerable distance. 

The building is five stories in 
height, including a basement, and 
measures 437 feet in length, 200 
feet in width at the wings, and 300 
feet in width at.the center. The 
height from the basement floor to 
the apex of the dome is 262 feet. 
The dome itself is 90 feet in height 
and 104 feet in diameter at its 
greatest dimension. The building 
covers approximately three acres 
of ground and contains 500,000 
Square feet of floor space, nearly 
10 times the floor space of the 
building burned in 1911. The struc- 
ture is considered fireproof. 


Built of Missouri Producta. 

Stone used in the structure is 
Burlington limestone from. quar- 
ries at Carthage, Mo., and marble 
from the Phoenix quarries in 
Greene County, Mo. Some marble 
was brought from Vermont and 
Georgia. Virtually all the building 
materials were produced or fabri- 
cated in Missouri, or purchasea 

om Missouri dealers. 

Approximately one-fourth’ the 
stone used in the building is in the 
134 columns. Fourteen Corinthian 
columns, 48 feet in height, adorn 
the porticos of the north and south 
fronts, and 200 carved medallions 
are on these fronts. 

A grand staircase, 30 feet wide 
and 120 feet in length, leads from 
the ground level at the south front 
to the third floor, where the legis- 
lative halls are located. A great 
bronze door, 13 by 18 feet, said to 
be the largest of its kind since the 
Roman era, stands at the main en- 
trance. This door and two small 
adjacent bronze doors cost $16,- 
600. 

A great rotunda, 68 feet in diam- 
eter, is at the center of the build- 
ing, and is open from the first 
flooMup to the dome. Two large 
rooms, each 120 feet in length, 
and two stories in height, open ou 
from the rotunda, and are used 
for the Missouri Resources Mu- 
seum andthe Soldiers and Sailors’ 
Memorial Hall. The Senate cham- 
ber and hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives open into the rotunda 
on the third floor. 

Decorations Chief Feature. 


The outstanding feature of the 
interior of.the building, aside from 
the architectural beauty of the 
grand stairway, rotunda and dome, 
is the art decoraiton. The decorat- 
ting has been done under the su- 
pervision of the Capitol Decora- 
tions Commission, comprising Dr. 
John Pickard, Columbia; W. K. 
Bixby, St. Louis; J. F. Downing, 
Kansas City: Arthur Kocian, St. 
Louis, and Mrs. W. R. Painter of 
Carrollton. 

The most noted art works, ac- 
cording to members of the Com- 
mission, are the paintings in the 
dome by Frank Brangwyn of Lon- 
don, famous Welsh artist, to whom 
the contract for all. the interior 
decorating @f the dome was award- 
ed by the Commission. 

In the eye\of the dome are four 
large Brangwyn paintings, depict- 
ing Education, Labor, Art and 
Commerce. In the lower part of 
the dome are four pendentives by 
Brangwyn, showing division of 
progress. They show the landing 


of Laclede at St. Louis, the, 
pioneers, © construction of the 
home, and the builders of the 
State. 


Brangwyn now is at work on 
eight other paintings to be placed 
below the pendentives. These 
paintings largely will illustrate the 
importance of labor in human prog- 
ress. Brangwyn received $25,000 
for the four pendentives and the 
four paintings in the eye of the 
dome, and will receive approxi- 
mately $45,000 for the eight other 
paintings. 


Next to the Brangwyn paintings, 
the outstanding decorations, ere in 
the Senate and House chambers. 
In the House is a_ great battle 
scene painting, entitled ‘‘Missouri 
at War.” It is by Charles Hoff- 
bauer of Paris, noted painter of 
military subjects. The painting is 
49 by 20 feet. A large stained- 
glass window by H. T. Schlader- 
mundt of New York, depicting the 
glory of Missouri in peace, is in 
the House chamber, together with 
10 small stained-glass windows by 
Schladermundat. 


In the Senate chamber are four 
mural paintings by Richard E. Mil- 
ler of St. Louis. One of these shows 
Daniel Boone at the ‘judgment tree. 
Another depicts the scene when 
Capt. William Clark and Capt. 
Meriwether Lewis reported to 
President Jefferson at the White 
House, in 1806, on results of their 
Western expedition across tHe con- 
tinent. Another panel shows Thom- 
as Benton addressing the famous 
Pacific Railroad meeting in the St. 
Louis Courthouse in October, 1849. 
In the audience are Mayor John 
H. Crum of St. Louis, Stephen A. 
Douglas, Thomas Allen, first presi- 
dent of the Pacific Railroad: Isaac 
Sturgeon, first president of the 
North Missouri (now Wabash) 
Railroad, and Truster Polk, later 
Governor of Missouri. The fourth 
panel shows Francis P. Blair mak- 
ing his famous speech at Louisiana, 
in 1866, in opposition to the Drake 
Constitution. 


Four large panels painted by 
Cari Melichers, New York portrait 
paifter, are in the Governor's re- 
ception room. They show Susan 
Blow, of St. Louis, pioneer in kin- 
dergarten work: Mark Twain, fa- 
mous Missouri humorist, as pilot 
on a Mississippi River boat; Eu- 
gene Field, Missouri poet, and Maj. 
S. S. Rollins, founder of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. The artist re- 
ceived $20,000 for the four paint- 


ings. 
Sixteen Lunettes tn Corridors. 


In the corridors overlooking the 
Soldiers and Sailors’ Memorial Hall 
at the east end of the building are 
eight lunettes by various artists. 
Two by Oscar E. Berninghaus pic- 
ture the surrender of the Miami 
Indians to General Dodge at Malta 
Bend, in 1814, and an Indian at- 
tack on St. Louls in May, 1780. 
The stockade shown in the latter 
picture is said to have stood on 
ground near Sixth street and 
Franklin avenue, St. Louis. 

The other lunettes are of the 
Battle of Sacramento and the en- 
try of Missouri.troops into Havana 
during the Spanish-American War, 
by Frederick Green Carpenter, of 
St. Louis; the Battle of Wilson 
Creek and the Battle of Westport, 
by N. C. Wyeth of New York; the 
storming of Vauquois Heights in 
the World War, painted by 
Adolphe Blondheim of Province- 
town, Mass., and a naval painting 
by H. Reuterdahl, typifying Mis- 
souri service at sea.

Louis, a Southwest Missouri zinc 
mining picture; “Power From the 
Hills,” by Ralph Chesley Ott of 
Springfield, Mo., in which appears 
the White River power dam at the 
foot of Lake Taneycomo; “The 
Father of Waters,” by R. A. Kis- 
sack of St. Louls, a Mississippi Ri- 
ver view from the Alton Bluffs: 
“The Artery of Trade,” by Frank 
Nuderscher of ‘St. Louis, showing 
Eads Bridge from the St. Louis 
side and a levee scene, suggestive 
of the commercial value to St. 
Louis of the Mississippi River; 
“Hahatonka” by E. H. Wuerpel of 
St. Louis, a view of this beauty spot 
of Missouri; and ‘“‘Reclamation in 
the South,” by Charles F. Galt of 
St. Louis, a Southeast Missouri 
farming scene. The artists were 


paid $2000 each for these paint- 


ings. 
Frieze Depicts State’s History. 
Oil paintings of the Governors 
of Missouri are on the walls of 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ Memorial] 
Hall. 
‘ A large frieze, 138 feet in length, 
by A. Stirling Calder, New York 
sculptor, presenting Missouri his- 


tory in 15 episodes, is on the ex-| 


terior of the building, over the 
main entrance. Calder received 
$50,000 for the frieze. Another 
frieze, 140 feet in length, portrav- 
ing the progress of civilization, is 
being cut into the bay of the build- 
ing on the river front. The sculp- 
tor, Hermon Atkins MacNeil of New 
York, will receive $50,000 for the 
frieze when completed. 

The Decorations Commission has 
awarded contracgs for 23 other 
lunettes to various artists. They 
will depict historical incidents and 
places of interest. A contract has 
been awarded to Sherry Frey, New 
York sculptor, for a bronze figure 
of Ceres, goddess of grain, to ado1r12 
the Capitol dome. Robert Aitken. 
New York sculptor, has been given 
a contract for two bronze figures 
to adorn either side of the extericr 
main entrance. One, of a woman, 
will represent the Missouri Rivet 
and the other, of a man, will ,rep- 
resent the Mississippi River. The 
figures will be seven feet in height 
and 15 feet in length, resting on 
pedestals.

In such manner did the lieu- 
tenants of Ibn Saoud check high- 
way robbery and thievery, hereto- 
fore the steady profession of the 
tribesmen. 
This. at the beginning of the 
war, the Sultan of Nedj, tamer 
of the untamable, was perhaps the 
outstanding figure in Arabia. His 
court was a byword for hospitality. 
He was never entertaining less than 
150 Nomad guests in his perpetual 
“open house.” Often there were 
10 times that number at Riadh. 
Although ferocious in battle, he 
affected within his court @ win- 
some manner and a smile that at- 
tracted and fascinated timid chil- 
dren. His generosity to the poor 
kept his treasury at @ low ebb, in 
spite of his relatively enormous 
revenues. At one feast. 400 sheep 
and $3 camels were consumed by 
a band of visiting pilgrims. 
Loved by Subjects. 

No wonder that his 2,000,000 
half-starved subjects loved him 
and were, many of them, ready to 
die at his bidding. For the deser* 
life is a harsh one. A tew swal- 
lows of goat's milk and a handful 
of dates—that is the Arab’s usual! 
daily fare. Water is extremely 
scarce; there is almost never 
enough to drink freely and none 
at all for washing purposes. The 
men wear two garments; @ loin 
cloth, indescribably filthy, caked 
with grease and dust, and the fa- 
miliar fluttering nightgown-like 
“Sheik’s” robe, always badly frayei 
and tattered. But they live by war 
fare, are intensely religious, and 


their average culture is surprising’ 
« y of them can read the 


Koran with ease. 

By 1914, the only source of dia- 
content in Nedj was the feeling 
that the country was too peaceful. 
The impetuous warriors felt irked 
by the lack of stirring action. And 
the Saoud’s bitter lifelong feud 
with Rashid was still unsettled 
The Rashid still held Shammar tv 
the north. 

The outbreak of the war, then, 
came as something of a relief to 
pentup energies in Riadh. Rashid 
immediately declared for the 
Turks. Saoud was up in arms in- 
stantly. Both Turks and Rashids 
were his ancient foes. Thus the 
Sultan of Nedj became and re- 
mained throughout a staunch sup- 
porter of the allies. He entered 
into relations with the British Gov- 
ernment. The London War Office 
detailed a Capt. Shakespeare its 
political representative in Kuweilt, 
as its military agent for Nedj. 

Rival Gains Power. 

Saoud soon engaged Rashid. Aft- 
er smaller skirmishes, a drawn bat- 
tle was fought at Mejma on Jan 
24, 1915. Capt. Shakespeare, “on 
special duty” there, was killed in 
the action. This did not dampen 
the ardor of the Sultan, however, 
and Rashid, withall his Arab and 
Turk cohorts, was decisively de- 
feated. 

Meanwhile, farther to the west, 

along the shores of the Red Sea, 
Sherif Huseitn Ibn AH, a chief why 
had risen to be Emir of Mecca in 
1908, had declared for the allies 
and had likewise received British 
support. The Turks soon lost all 
hold on Jeddah, Mecca and Taif 
—and were thus practically driven 
out of the peninsula. 

Husein, swelled by his success, 
declared his independence, and en- 
titled himself “Sultan of the 
Arabe” in 1916. The allies recog- 
nizéd him as “King of Hedjazs” and 
allowed him representation at the 
peace conferenece and at the 
earlier meetings of the League of 


Nations. 
Ibn Saoud-instinctivly recognized 


in this Husein a dangerous rival 
who threatened the sovereignty of 
Nedj by his assumption of the title 
of “Caliph,” nominal head of all 
the Mohammedans. The Sultan of 
Nedj, to put it plainly, waxed jeal- 
ous of the Emir of Mecca. Still 
the two were ostensibly fighting on 
the same side. They could not 
quarrel gracefully, at least not 
while the war lasted, much as they 
would have liked to fly at each 
other’s throats. Their relations 
were described as “friendly, but 
formal.” 
Routs Caliph’s Army. 

In 1919, however, this quasi- 
friendly feeling was abandoned. A 
dispute arose over the boundary 
between Nedj and Hedjaz. With- 
out more ado, the two chiefs came 
to grips. A battle was fought, in 
which the Caliph’s army lost 4500 
men. But European efforts at con- 
ciliation stayed further hostilities 
until this year. 

A few months ago Nedj again 
rose up,jin arms. Pilgrims to Mec- 
ca had complained of ill treatment 
and lack of hospitaliry suffered at 
the hands of the Caliph. They saw 
in Ibn Saoud the ideal man for this 
august office, a religious fanatic, @ 
commanding military figure, a ro- 
mantic personality, a generous 
chieftain. And Saoud saw his 
bright opportunity to remove the 
last obstacle in the way of hjs su- 
preme ambition, the actual leader- 
ship of the whole Moslem world. 

Accordingly he gathered all his 
strength for a mighty effort, the 
greatest of his career. He defeated 
the Caliph—King Husein. And at 
this moment he stands dramatical- 
ly poised over the Holy City. 

To millions, of Mohammedans 
this Prince, son of Princes, from 
the arid Arabian interior, is a ver- 
{table Messiah for their militant 
faith. His star is still in the as- 
cent. Egypt, Turkey and India are 
on tiptoes. His pext move may 
have the most vital, perhaps the 
most awful, consequences for the 
Western as well as for the Eastern 
world.

Fears America Would Get Many of 
Them; Doubt Cast on Truth | 
of Di«patchecs.

PARIS, Sept. 20.—The report. 
that the Soviet Government has 
decided to sell the pictures of the 
Hermitage Museum, Petrograd, 
caused a considerable sensation in

Taught Primary Sub-

Perhaps the most interesting 
group of students in any of the 


city’s night schoo: courses i= one at 


Sumner High School, where about 
45 negroes, none younger than 50 
years old, and a good many more 
than 65. are learning to read and 
They are divided ints two 
claseves, elementary and advenced, 
and after a year in the first they 
are always promoted. 

Besides reading and writing they 
simple arithmetical 
principles, how to count money nad 
how to make change. And they 
learn more rapidly than do chil- 
dren in the primary grades, for 
they have the advantage of experl- 
ence. 

The Sumner night school also of- 
fers courses in many othr grade 
subjects, and tho average of these 
grade students over 40 ysars old is 
80 per cent In the high school 
courses given at this school about 
35 per cent of the students are 
more than 40, which 's a great deal 
higher percentage of students over 
that age than at any of the other 
five night high schools. 

Of the other high schools, Sol- 
dan has the highest average of 
students more than 40 with about 
20 per cent. McKinley is next with 
15 per cent. Central follows with 
10 per cent, then Cleveland with 6 
per cent, and Yeatman, lowest, with 
about 3 per cent, making the aver- 
age attendance of those more than 
40 at the six schools, not including 
Sumner’s grade students, about 15 
per cent.

BRITISH EMPIRE EXPOSITION 
vi» GREAT-FIMANCIAL FAILURE 


Government Inquiry Fxpected on 

Meeting. of Parliament—Loss 

to Reach Millions. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Aithough 
the British Empire exhibition at 
Wembley has been a big success 
from the point of view of exploit- 
ing the resources of the empire's 
far-flung dominions, its authorities 
face an enormous deficit and the 
show's finances are expected to be 
the subject of a Government in- 
quiry as soon as Parliament reas 


} to 


make a searching investi- 
‘gation of the way the exhibition 
has. been canducted, before releas- 
ing any of this sum. 

Those who have been watching 
the show say it is only too appar- 
ent that large sums of money must 
be lost and that a call for at least 
10 shillings in the pound will be 
made on all who guaranteed the 
financing of the project. Such a 
call would cost the Duke of Devon- 
shire alone £200,000. 

Although the aggregate losses 
cannot yet be estimated the treas- 
ury officials are talking about a 


deficit in the millions of pounds

FREIGHT DELIVERY 
AT STORE DOORS 


Railroad Official Concedes 
U. S. Eventually Will 
Come to It on Country- 
‘Wide Basis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—The gen- 


eral principle of delivery of freight 


to store doors, which will mean a 
_tremendous increase in the use of 
motor trucks by rallroads, was in- 
dorsed by unanimous vote of 254 
members of the Atlantic States 
Shippers’ Advisory Board at its 
September ngeeting here. This ac- 
tion followed a‘favorable report by 
@ committee which has been study+ 
ing store door delivery. 

The report found that increased 
flexibility at terminals, through 
handling of more merchandise and 
| quicker movement of less than car: 
load lot freight, and increased car 
supply, would be the main bene- 
fits from a store door delivery 
plan. 

In the opinion of the committee, 
under a store door plan, delivery 
must be optional, the carrier must 
assume full responsibility to anf 
| from store door, the cost should 
be borne by shippers and receivers, 
the trucking charges must be juat 
and reasonable, reflecting the ad- 
vantages to the carrier of increased 
terminal flexibility, and the new 
system should be established grad- 
ually.

What can be the trou- 
bie? Must I use a storage battery 
or an outside antenna, or what 
changes should be made in the 
tuner?

A. If your two-stage amplifier 
consists of an audio frequency 
transformer and a radio frequency 
transformer this explains your 
trouble. Try substituting and “au- 
dio” transformer for the “radio” 
and see if it doesn’t give the re- 
sults expected. Four dry cells 
connected in series should operate 
your set equally as well as a ftor- 
age battery while they last, but 
their life is much shorter than that 
of a storage battery. The only ad- 
vantage in using a storage bat- 
tery ts that when exhausted it can 
be recharged, whereas “dead” dry 
cells are worthless because they 
cannot be recharged. However, the 
reception should be the same with 
either kini of a battery. If you 
get loud signals using a loop, and 
hear nothing when the amplifier 
is attached, obviously the trouble 
lies in your amplifier and not in 
the kind of aerial employed, al- 
though the signals might be even 
louder if the set were connected 
to an outdoor aerial. Check the 
connections in your amplifier. 


TWENTY NEW BROADCASTERS 
NOW UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


There are 20 new class “B” sta- 
tions now under construction in 
different parts of the country, ac- 
cording to the records of the Com- 
merce Department, and the erec- 
tion of about 25 more is under con- 
sideration. Not all of them are 
new literally, however. Some of 
them are applying for transfers 
from classes “A” and “C.” 

The problem for the Bureau of 
Navigation Radio Section is not les- 
sened by this fact, however. Some- 
how a dozen new wave lengths will 
have to be found. In general, each 
of the 56 class “B” stations has 
an exclusive wave length, so as to 
insure no interference from other 
broadcasters within a wide terri- 
ory. Originally there were 50 sep- 
arate wave lengths assigned to “B” 


che stations on opposite coasts or 
in the same cities had to share 
wave lengths or time. Later a few 
were given experimental wave 
lengths and now the bands are ex- 
hausted. 

How to find a number of exclu- 
sive wave lengths for these new- 
comers is a problem that will prob- 
ibly have to be referred to the 
National Radio Conference called 
‘or Oct. 6 It is rumored that 
‘ome of the higher wave lengths 
iliocated to amateurs, before tne 
1ew short wave lengths were 
ypened to them, may be reassigned

According to Macusker’s own explanation, the 
events responsible for his unhappy position involved 
a tangle of political and personal enmities, domestic 
troubles and a sanity trial and commitment witheut 
the formality of a jury's finding. 

Most of his adversities, says Macusker, were 
brought upon him by an attorney and politician of 
Philadelphia. Macusker carried om a campaign 
against this attorney’s political ambitions in the col- 
umns of his Journal of Commerce. When the at- 
torney sought to be nominated for a high State of- 
fice, Macusker stumped Pennsylvania against him. 
He even announced that he would writé a biography 
of the candidate. 

‘It was shortly after this announcement, according 
to Macusker’s version of the strange affair, that he 
was adjudecd insane. And he claims thaf the re- 
vengeful attorney and office seeker started the ma- 
chinery which finally deposited him in the Frieads’ 


Hospital. | 
The incident. wiiich actually brought about Ma- 


cusker’s commitment was the court bearing of a | 


charge of nonsupport, brought by Mrs. Macusker. 
The couple had parted some time previously, but the 
husbaad had, according te his own statement, sent 
money te the wife regularly. . 

The case was heard in the Municipal Ceurt en Feb. 
27, 1923.-. The testimony was of the usual sert-— 
the wife told of her husbaad’s failure to provide, and 
the latter in turn aired his own grievances. No tes- 
timony as te Macusker’s mental condition appears 
on the record, but the Ceurt is said to have com- 
mented:

-Among the interesting relics of a.race which long 
since vanished from Weedon s Island is a banner 
stone, or “milling stone.’ It is the first spect- 
men of its kind ever found on the American conti- 
‘nent and made of meteoric rock that is foreign to 
Florida. Shaped something like a two-bladed ax, 
4 inches thick and 16 inches in diameter, the stone 
is pierced by a tapering hole which was drilled so 
skillfully that its gradations are as: minute as one- 
on°-thousaneth of an inch. 

Te Government experts say that the drilling of this 
hole, unquestionably, was accomplished by some 
process lost to modern™sciencse.  Present-day lapi- 
daries cannot explain how aborigines did such per- 
fect and delicate work without steel tools. The 
“milling stone’’ was used to grind meal, one stone 
being rolled back and forth over another stone, with 
the grain in between them. 

For a long time the theory of leading ethnologists 
has been that the Northern tribes of American In- 
dians were the earlier, and that groups gradually 
worked their way southward, in nomadic migra- 
tions, and thus founded new tribes which in the 
course of time and under the influence of a differ- 
ént environment, acquired distinct characteristics 

According to one hypothesis, the first of all the so- 
called “Indians” in América wefe Mongolians who 
may have crossed over from Siberia into Alaska 
,\by means of a land bridge that once confiected Asia 
and North America where Bering Strait now divides 
them. 

Another possibility is that migrations occurred 
by water in the same region, where comparatively 
short voyages would .have taken the immigrants 
from one continent to the other. In either case, 
the “Indians” have’ been supposed to have-gradual- 
ly *pread to the south and to the east.

If, therefore, Miethe obtains gold from mercury by 
means of a comparatively weak mercury lamp, ft is 
possible that the same result could bé obtained in 
much quicker time by using Lohmann’s device. 

It. has been calculated that Lohmatin’s furnace 
could disintegrate six pounds of mercury into helium 
and gold in 10 minutes. If this can be done, Miethe 
and Lohmann could deliver enough gold to pay 
the entire German war debt within a very short 
time. . 

What would happen after that. no one can pre- 
dict with any certainty, except that it would be 
something very startling and revolutionary. The 
world must seon pre itself for the realization 
of practical transmutation, at any rate. So astound- 
ing has been the progresas of scientific research along 
these very lines within the last few months that no 
further achievement, mo matter how distressing in 
its immediate effects, can anfty longer be deemed im- 
possible. , 

The latest advices from Germany, at this writ- 
ing, do not bring coufirmation of Dr. Miethe’s 
achievement by other scientists. Undoubtedly, ex- 
periments along the same lime are being coducted 
in various foreign laboratories, but such work takes 
time. Months may elapse before we have additional 
data to compare with the results announced by 
this highly regatded professor. : 

And while the scientific world today admits the 
possibility of -changing ome of the so-called “ele- 
ments” into another “element.”’ and while it is reas- 
onably certain tat some time man will produce gold 
by artificial means, yet it may turn out that Dr. 
Miethe was mistaken. This matter of the trans- 
mutation of metals is a difficult one to stndy.

HE old idea that Egypt was exclusive- 
ly a land of magic, mystery and super- 
stition is @ispelled by the discovery of 
a document showing that Egyptian 
physicians of the seventeenth century 
before Christ studied anatomy in the 
spirit of pure scientific research. 

Upon an ancient papyrus now in America there 

- was inscribed in the writing of ancient Egypt what 
Prof. James Henry Breasted of the University of 
Chicago, noted Egyptologist, calls “the oldest nu- 
cleus of really scientific medical knowledge in the 
world.” 

Prof. Breasted, who was recently associated . with 
the late Lord Carmarvon in the excavation of the 
tomb of Tutankhamen, is spending this summer in 
making a complete translation of this important 
document, which, although it has been in America 
for a number of years, has never been properly 
studied. The manuscript, Known as the Edwin 
Smith papyrus, and now in the possession of the 
New York Historical Society, “contains incompara- 
bly the most important body of medical knowledge 
which has survived to us from ancient Egypt, or, 
for that matter, from the ancient Orient anywhere,” 
Prof. Breasted. says. 

From the style of writing he concludes that the 
manuscript dates from the seventeenth century be- 
fore Christ, but it is obviously_a-copy of a work 
much older, possibly many centuries older, since 
some-of its terms had become so obsolete as to re- 
quire interpretation. Even as early as the twenty- 
eighth century medical books were numerous, for, 
it is related that when the chief architect was show- 
ing off a new building to the Pharaoh, the architect 
had a stroke, and the Pharaoh ordered the “case of 
writings’’ to be brought to see what could be done 
for the stricken minister. 

There are four ancient Egyptian medical manu- 
scripts of importance extant, two in Europe and two 
in America. The largest and most famous is that 
which goes by the name of Papyrus Ebers, from 
Prof. Georg Ebers of Leipzig, best known to the 
public from his historical novels—“An Bgyptian 
Princess,” “Uarda” and others. The National Mu- 
seum of Berlin owns a medical papyrus of the thir- - 
teenth century B. C. The University of California

The first writing on the back begins with an “In- 
cantation for the driving out the wind of the year 
of the pest.” This is followed by three recipes for 
female troubles, and then, judging by the hand, a 
new scribe starts in with: “The Beginning of the 
Book of Transforming ati Old Man Into a Youth of 
Twenty.” After running for a column and a half 
this also breaks off abruptly, so we are uyable to add 
anything from Egyptian lore to meet the present 
demand for methods, of rejuvenation. 

This prescription. for the elixir of youth calls for 
some sort of an ointment which has to be kept in 
a vase carved out of precious stone, which doubt- 

cost “the old man” a pretty penny. 

Egypt was the birthplace of chemistry and Egyp- 
tian physicians were in high repute among neigh- 
boring nations. Homer in the Odyssey says that 
Egypt is “a country whose fertile soil produces an 
infinity of drugs, some salutary and some pernicious; 
where each physician possesses knowledge above 
all other men.” Jeremiah, in cursing Egypt, de- 
clares: “O virgin, the daughter of Egypt, in vain 
shalt thou use many medicines, for thou shalt not 
be cured.” Pliny observes that Egypt Mas more dis- 
eases and more doctors than other countries. *~ 

en the Greek historian Herodotus visited Egypt 
about 460 B. C., he was struck with the extent of 
specialization among the medical profession: “The 
art of medicine is thus divided amongst them. Each 
physician applies himself to one disease only and not 
more. All places abound in physicians; some phygi- 
cians are for the eyes, others for the head, others 
for the teeth, others for the parts about the belly, 
and others for internal disorders.” 


The Smith». asaieaaaabe _will compel a revision of 
the ideas that formerly prevailed, that the tradi- 
tional ‘“‘wisdom of the Egyptians” was confined to 
magic and the practical arts. Prof. Breasted frank- 
fy admits that he has had to change his opinion on 
this point, and he eoncludes: 

“The author of the great Book of Surgery and 


‘External Medicine, of which we have a mere frag- 


ment on the front of the Edwin Smith roll, was 
one of a group of men who had learned that in 
surgery and medicine they wefe confronted by a 
great body of observable phenomena, which they 
systematically and scientifically collected, some- 
times out of interest in pure truth. 

“The class of men thus revealed to us are the earli- 
est natural scientists of whom we know anything, 
who, confronting a world of objective phenomena, 
made and arganized their observations and based in- 
ductive conclusions upon bodies of observed fact. 
It is important to emphasize here the fact that these 
men evidently practiced dissection of the human 
body, a method of investigation in which Greek 
medicine, 1500 years later, was noticeably weak.”
